Constantinople, April 29.—The constt- 
tutionalists have lost no time in bring- 
ing the conspirators in the recent ris- 
ing to trial: The mimtary court, sit- 
ting in the war office today, condemned 
about 250 prisoners to death and they 
were executed, Nadir Pasha, the sec- 
end eunuch of the palace, was hanged 
at dawn. 

The national assembly, which met to- 
day under the presidency of Said. Pasha, 
decided that the sultan, Mehmed V., 
should take the oath of the constitu- 
tion within a week. The assembly also 
ratified the deportation of Abdul Hamid 
to Saloniki. 

Complete New Cabinet. 

It is not expected that the new cab- 
inet will be completed before Saturday. 
The difficulty at present consists in 
finding suitable men for the ministries 
of finance and interior. Tewfik Psha, 
who will be the grand vizier, has sent

CANNOT INSPECT 
COUNTY BOOKS 


Judge Pendleton Puts a 
Stop to Recommenda- 
tion of Grand Jury. 


The recommendation of the March 
term grand jury that the books of the 
county officers be inspected by an ac- 
countant in order to ascertain what 
compensation is received in the way of 
fees, was disapproveg on yesterday by 
Judge J. T. Pendleton, of the superior 
court, on the grounds that such an in- 
spection can be made only where fraud 
is charged. 

This ruling prevents the probing into 
the wisdom of the fee system for a 
short time only, for the next grand jury 
is ordered to take up the matter and 
investigate thoroughly the recommenda- 
tion which was disapproved. 

Judge Pendleton refused to approve 
the recommendation on the strength of 
an opinion made by County Attorney 
Luther Z. ‘Rosser, who was requested to 
look up the law on the question. The 
county officerg involved are the clerk 
of the superior court, the sheriff, the 
ordinary, the solicitor general, the tax 
collector and the tax receiver, and the 
grand jury asked that Alonzo Richard- 
son be employed at a salary not to ex- 
ceed $500 to inspect their books and 
find out if these officerg were receiving 
more money than was commensurate 
with the duties ‘performed. 

Mr. Rosser, in his opinion, declares 


that the grand jury is empowered to in- 


quire into the records of the officers in 
regarg to fraud, nonperformance of of- 
ficial duty and the proper disbursement 
of the county’s funds, but that it is 
doubtful if the records can be searched 
in order to fing out what these officials 
receive in fees. He further declares 
that it is exceedingly doubtful whether 
the grand jury, even with the approval 
of the court. would have the right to 
charge the county with the expense of 
such an inspection. 

Mr. Rosser states that he could find 
no provision of law for an inspection 
by a grand jury of the office of the golic- 
itor general, as is it not a county office. 

In speaking of the ruling of Judge 
Pendleton, Solicitor Charles D. Hill said: 

“As far as I am concerned I will 
gladly show the jury at any time the 
manner in which I make every cent in 
this office. I told them when they were 
deliberating on the fee system that they 
had no right to go to the expense of 
employing an auditor for the sole pur- 
pose of inquiring into the emoluments 
of each county officer, and that they 
could only do so when they were deter- 
mining whether or not the officers were 
attending to their duties proper ly.“

| The jury in the superior court, crim- 
inal division, yesterday found N. M. 
Manes, the young Greek, guilty of 
killing Andrew M. Smith, at the latter's 
home in Bellwood, and recommended 
that he be punished as for voluntary 
manslaughter. Sentence will be passed 
by Judge Roan when court opens this 
morning. 
The case had been on trial since 
Wednesday afternoon.

Manes was indicted with C. M. Doby 
for the murder. The former asked to 
be tried separately. Smith was disem- 
bowelled with a knife and died at the 
Grady hospital a few days later. 

According ‘to the evidence of the de- 
fense, Manes went with Doby to the 
rome of Smith, on Powell street, in 
‘Bellwood, on the night of April 5, and 
called Smith to the door. The defend- 
ants say that Smith threw a rock at 
them and called the wife and sister-in- 
law of Manes vile names. That Smith, 
who was a man of powerful build. 
knocked Manes down and while he was 
choking him, the latter drew his knife 
and stabbed him in the stomach, dis- 
embowelling him. 

The state contended that Manes and 
Doby went to Smith’s house and after 
calling him to the door, accused him 
of slandering their wives. That Smith 
was standing in the door in his night 
clothes, when Manes drew his knife 
and cut him to death.

DANGER IN REACTIONARY MOVEMENT. — 
The reactionary tendency on the part of certain corporations, following 
the disappearance of hysteria and radicalism, and the dangers into which 
that tendency. may Jead those inclined to indulge it, have been the subject 


d conservatism in public dealing 
with all interests, we have been to point out that this change in 
the public temper did not and would not sanction corporate license and dis- 
regard of law. It meant only that the people were willing to give invested 
capital a “square deal,” and that they not only expected but were determined 
to have reciprocal treatment in that respect. 

It is well to keep this fact in view, for much in the way of harmony and 
stability depends upon the observance of the spirit of it. 

The Springfield Republican, commenting upon the “reactionary business 
movement,” calls attention to one or two instances of national interest, 
among them the re-purchase by the Pennsylvania railroad of its controlling 
interest in the Norfolk and Western, which it sold, nominally or otherwise, 
in 1906, when the government was active in enforcing the law against paral- 
lel and competing lines of interstate railroads. 

If that ownership was against the law then, it is in violation of it 
now, and that violation will find no sanction in the changed public 
temper. | 

The Republican also attributes to this reactionary movement the defeat 
of Governor Hughes’ program of reform legislation in New York, and the 
trend of tariff legislation in congress, which has furnished abundant evi- 
dence of the exploitation of legislation by “special interests.” 

In commenting upon these instances, The Republican voices the identical 
warning which The Constitution has so frequently brought to the public 
attention. Syndicated business, it declares, is undoubtedly making a great 
mistake. 

Because there has been a change in the white house, there is no ground 
for the assumption that things are going to be permitted to be run on the 


old basis. Concerning which The Republican says: 


No evidence exists to warrant such an assumption, and to accept and act 
upon it must prove to be a most foolish and dangerous thing to do. Mr. Roose- 
velt did not create the popular radicalism with which his name is now asso- 
ciated. He became merely a leader in a movement long forming, and a chance 
leader at that. He may be thought of as riding and directing the storm. but 
the storm was blowing up from all over the country before he was ever thought 
of in connection with the presidency or as more than a child of wealth and 
the darling of polite and superficial reforms.

The present dangerous tendency grows largely out of the fact that the 
railroads, some of them at least, and other syndicated enterprises are heavy- 
chested because in many instances they have dealt only with a bogus brand 
of reform and have seen it wither and disappear from the stage of activity. 

But they should look far enough ahead to see that ancther time they 
will have to deal with a very different situation and different sort of men.

Perry Replies to Governor. 

Ben F. Perry, assistant to State Treas- 
urer R. E. Park, who is in New York, 
and will not return until Mey 8, yester- 
day gave out a statement in reply to 
Governor Smith's letter refusing to pay 
the treasurer's stamp bill, as state bank 
examiner, out of the contingent fund.

I 
had no idea they were to be found in 
the south.“ 

And it is with such favorable expres- 
siong as these the definite plans toward 
the great National Autobomile Show is 
taking shape. The final details will be 
arranged during the dey with the archi. 
tects, who will suggest how the space 
in the auditorium may be used for ex- 
hibit purposes. * 

Great Show Is Certain. 

With President Candler, of the cham- 
ber of commerce, and President Inman, 
of the Automobile Club, heartily en- 
thused over the coming show, and backed 
up by the merchants and business men 
of the city that Atlanta is to have not 
only the first but biggest and best show 
of the new season is a foregone con- 
clusion. 

In order that the representatives of 
the National Association of Automobile 
Manufacturers and the American Motor 
Car Manufacturers Association, who 
are cooperating here to make this joint 
show a tremendous success, might meet 
with the Atlanta citizens. who are 
projecting this national automobile 
show, S8. A. Miles, general manager for 
the former association, and Alfred 
Reeves, general manager for the latter 
association, both of New York city, 
arrived in Atlanta for this purpose yes- 
terday. 


FULL SANCTION GIVEN

President Asa G. Candler, an enthusi- 
astic automobilist and president of the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce, called a 
meeting of the directors of the chamber 
of commerce for !0 o’clock, at which 
time the visiting automobile officers 
were presented, and the show outlined 
and given the officia] ganction and ap- 
proval of the chamber of commerce. 

There were present at this meeting

Major John 8. Cohen and Clark Howell, 
of the Atlanta committee, who went on 
to Néw York and secured the show; 8. 
E. Davidson, Frank Weldon, Frank 8. 
Ellis, Rawson Collier, Asa G. Candler, 
Jr., Beaumont Davison, F. L. Seely, 
F. J. Paxon, D. Woodward, V. H. Kreig- 
shaber, Mell R. Wilkinson, H. A. Mater 
and Secretary Walter G. Cooper, of the 
Atlanta chamber of commerce. 

The contract as drawn up between 
the Atlanta committee and the National 
Association of Automobile Manufactur- 
ers was read, and to the proposed na- 
tional show the chamber of commerce 
gave its unanimous sanction and ap- 
proval. 

Clark Howell, at the request of the 
meeting. outlined the preliminary steps 
which led up to securing the sanction 
of the two automobile associations upon 
the Atlanta show, and secured an agree- 
ment whereby the two associations 
which held shows at different times and 
in different buildings in New York city 
each year will work together in the At- 
lanta show just as they have done here- 
tofore only in Chicago.

The committee then called upon Presi- 
dent Candler for an account of his re- 
cent visit to a dealers’ show, a very 
much smaller affair. which he visited 
in Kansas City while en route home 
from the west. 

It was while on the Pacific coast that 
President Candler, who is a leading fig- 
ure in the movement to make the At- 
lanta show the biggest and best ever 
held, heard of the proposed show. He 
immediately wired to Atlanta to get it 
by all means, and promising his coopera- 
tion toward any movement which might 
be launched to secure it.

It was evident from Mr. Candler’s re- 
marks ang those he let fall duriftg the 
rest of the day that he intends thig show 
shall be the climax of commercial suc- 
cesses which have visited Atlanta dur- 
ing his administration as president of 
the Atlanta chamber of commerce. 
SPACE FOR EXHIBITS 

ALREADY AT PREMIUM 

Following Mr. Candler’s speech, Mr. 
Miles was asked how many exhibits 
could be guaranteed Atlanta for this 
show. 

“It is not a question of the number 
of exhibits we can get for Atlanta.“ 
ke replied, “but it is a question as to 
the amount of space we can allow the 
exhibitors. We will have more ex- 
hibitors than we can possibly accom- 
modate and will not be able to give 
those who ask reservations the space 
they will want. Why, gentlemen, al- 
ready I have had requests for several!

Their exclamations of wonderment 
and admiration began before they en- 
tered the hall, as they realized its ac- 
cessibility to the center of the city and 
street car service. 

Immediately upon entering, Messrs. 
Reeves and Miles began making men- 
tal notes on the reception lobby, quick- 
ly pointing out to each other how each 
section of open space could be utilized. 
It had been thought that the Taft hall 
would be used to sre re accessories. 

“But this is well lighted, and so large 
and roomy,” said Mr. Reeves, we'll 
have to put cars in here.

SOUTHERN RAILWAY 
SHOWED STRENGTH 


Its Development Bonds, First 
Offered at 79, Sold as 
High as 82 1-2. | 


New 2 April 29.—The overflowing 
speculative confidence, which made it- 
Self so strongly felt in the stock market 
yesterday, had sensibly subsided today. 
The movement of prices was halting and 
irregular, and the demand showed no 
disposition to follow prices upward. The 
efforts of yesterday’s buyers to realize 
their profits found so inconsiderable a 
demand that prices gave way before the 
attempt. The cessation of the im- 
portant seling, when the decline 
in prices had gone but a_.liittie 
way, led to an inference of a strong un- 
dertone for the market, but this mani- 
festation stopped at a negative impres- 
sion. The profit-taking was conducted 
with skill and care, the market being 
sustained by advances at new points. 
The causes for the halt in the upward 
movement lay, for the most part, with 
the speculative opinions ot the habitual 
operators of a strong class, whose trans- 
actions are making much in the current 
trading. The difficulty of distributing 
stocks at the jevel to which prices have 
attained, and the belief that favorable 
factors in the situation have been fairly 
discounted, induced caution on the part 
of these operators. The improvement in 
the steel trade was no change from the 
conviction that the evidences of a hard- 
ening of prices of steel products is the 
most important index of improvement in 
progress in the trade situation that has 
offered itself for some time. Still, the 
extent of the improvement in prices 
was not 80 pronounced, according to 
later reports, as in the earlier versions 
of the situation current yesterday. An 
abandonment of the policy of indiscrim!- 
nate price cutting on the part of the 
principal steel interests was given as 
the true condition, rather than a more 
positive movement to lift prices. At 
the same time, it was pointed out that 
the price of United States Steel had 
got back to the level reached before 
prices of steel products were cut, while 
the preferred stock was selling at the 
highest price on record. The rise in 
Union Pacific and Reading had proceeded 
also to within a fraction of the highest 
point touched this year. These facts 
and the heavy. tone developed by the 
principal trading stocks gave rise to the 
impression that the good features of the 
situation had had their due effect on 
stocks. The heavy tone of the market 
was partly corrected ror a time by the 
aggressive movement upwards in Read- 
ing, but the lack of sequence to this 
movement left the former impression 


‘stronger than before. 


A point of positive strength of con- 
siderable sympathetic affect in the early 
dealings was found in the Southern rail- 
way securities, led by the company’s de- 
velopment 4 per cent bonds. First of- 
fered by the company's banker at 79, 
with a later advance in the. offering 
price to 80, these bonds today sold as 
high as 82%. Announcement was made 
of the dissolution of the syndicate which 
Southern Pacific con- 
vertible 4s at 96, all but a small por- 
tion having been subscribed for by stock- 
holders and the operation having been 
closed without a call on syndicate sub- 
scribers. The underwriting of a new 
issue of Kansas City Southern 8 per cent 
bonds, for which authority is to be asked 
from stockholders, was announced. 
These evidences of the readiness with 
which the railroads are enlisting new 
capital, caused hopeful views of the re- 
vival of demand for railroad equipment 
and stock of companies in that branch 
of industry were strong. Arrangements 
for the May l payments did not lift the 
call money rate above 2 per cent, and 
time money was reported also easier. 

Bonds were firm; total sales, par value, 
$6,430,000. United States bonds were 
unchanged on call.

Chicago, April 29.—Additional delay 
to seeding operations in the northwest, 
Owing to continued unfavorable weath- 
er, caused a further advance in wheat 
prices today, closing quotations show- 
ing net gains of 1%@i% to i%c.
